bencllciol apbere far the ciuuluyment of co- 
lonial induatry. The Committee, therefore, 
deum it their duty, at the very oubet of 
the aoeiety a prixecdinga, to act in accordance 
with thia feeling, and to lay a written Re- 
port of their trantactiona before their fallow, 
member*. 

" Believing that the nou- attendance, at the 
preliminary nuxting. of a large proportiem of 
thote originally Invited to take pa rt m the lu- 
itiatorv procccdinee of the aeiocietion might 
ariae chiedy from lean of future failure In iu 
management, the tomauitce thought it adviaa- 
hbs to intimato by public tdtertUKvnent, that 
the roll of mcmbrrehip without ballot ahould 
ii ill be opua till Uiu Unit half-yearly goncral 
aieeting, for the admi»i<m of mch namci ai 
had twin origiuillj deeignrd to itand on the 
Int. It ru thought that eufflcicnt time would 
thui be allowed for rant ual mtercourtc auotig 
the par lip, concerned, and that, in oonae- 
ouevice, aH temple* On the acuta referred to 
wnuld be i-atily obviated. Nntwitbitanduig 
thia extenaion of time, however, fewer addi- 
tional member, than were expected have ac- 
vepu d the invitation.

induatry. From theae calculation, it would 
appear, 'that at the end of the third year 
Tina-culture it capable of yielding a return 
adequate to cover the current ckpcndirutq in- 
volved in bringing itt produce to rtutrket ; and 
that, at the end of the aerenth year, the pro- 
duce of the vineyard will be found capable uf 
having repaid the original capital embarked In 
the undertaking, with ill intermedial* outlay, 
and all legitimate inureet thereon : and that 
dure will thence accrue, thereafter, to the 
wine-grower. > gruei yearly return conaiderably 
more than double the amount of annuel expen- 
diture neceaairy for carrying on hi* opera-

Imprciecd with the importance of the 
bearing which the truth of euro, rtatementa 
mutt have un the future welfare of the colony, 
the committee ainorrely hope that one remit of 
the tvtablithment of thia ataociauon will be to 
adduce, at no diatanl period, out of the fact* 
communicated by ita member*, proof* indis- 
putable of the eaaenlial curreclneai ol theae 
caiculationa.

ktr. King forwarded a report of hit Mode 
of oultute, and of the manufacture of the two 
wine* he produced, whieb we hope eo publiah 
En our next number. The white dry wine 
waa of the vintage of 1**4, and waa made 
from Bhcpherd'a Kcialing, being nearly four 
year* old. The awect wine wa* mudu from 
the tame grape, the bunobet being allowed to 
hang till they became almost raitin*, when 
they were picked and printed, and the juke 
[treated from thorn waa afterword* allowed to 
evaporate till it waa reduced to about half Ita 
tint bulk, the fermentation having been 
checked.— The white wine we* much liked, a* 
hcinn an excellent table wino ; the devour waa 
dKltLd to be near cat to that of fun-bodied iau- 
terne. The awoet wire waa very rich, with a 
full fruity flavour, and wu aaJd to be diftVrcnt 
from any known wine, but to memblu aume- 
what aweet mutcat. * 

Mr. Lang brteflly atated. that hi. red wine 
wet made from the black Hamburgh grtpe. 
The Burgimdy wat much liked. 

Mr. Kelmait'a memoeandum tinted the 
red hermitage waa of the vintage of 1143, 
The vine* from which Itwa* nude were planted 
in l«to, at intervola wide enough in allow a 
cutting or layer to be afterward* planted be- 
tween each vine, which had been since done , 
the toil waa a rich red tilth und, with ■ olay 
tulraoilat* cuniiderable depth; tbe aapect a 
gentlcilopetothe tcnjlh val! The while hrtr- 
gundy waa made from the pineau bknr geape, 
planted in IStl : vintage of March, IHlf; the 
■toil of thit portion of the vineyard bring i 
with a little mixture of a cf*y tuber*] i tbe 
ntpcci toath.eaat, anil grocuid nearly 
level. The vineyard cultivated and kept 
chun by the plough between the nwi, which 
were about he feet apart, and the apace* be- 
tween the vine*, three fret, turned up by the 
apudc. The vineyard required no trenching, 
'the mode of pruning wa* a* follow* :— When 
the vine* were four year* end, four main 
lironckr* were left, with epun of tarn cyta to 
each, and long hranrhoa of the young wood 
with from flvo to ten bud*, acoording to their 
etrttngth, trained hnrirontally to ntakra four 
feet three Lnche* above ground, and tied to the 
•ana daring the winter; no tummer tying 
being requirwl after the fourth ye*r,-TW 
-ine. were highly approved, tbe red hermiwge 
being pronounced equal to tha beat European 

njier wine. 

Mr. Carnuchoel deacribed hie wine* aa being 
mode from mixed grape*, the predominating 
grape in one red wine being black Kpiniah, and 
in the other black cl alter, while in both the 
white wine* Shepherd'* Reieling war the prin- 
cipal grape. They were of the vintage of 
Hi*-*, Hcepting one bottle of white, 
which wat of the vintage of II at. 6. 
The grafte. were rruahed by machine, and the 
mupt fermented in ojseti vatt, the tkina of red 
grapet being fermented with the mutt. The 
vine* were muttly under tlx yean old, but 
■oine extending from that In tune vcara. The 
atrfl partly alluvial, and partly formed from the 
debut of porphyry rock : the atpect of one part 
north-east, and of another nearly north, wuh a 
Senile alupe.— One of theae wine* wa* pro- 
nt>uiie*4 to ch'.ely rceenible medoe, and tiicy 
wen oil good lii(ht dinner wines. 

In the count, of conversation a ditouaaioa 
aroae a* to the mode* of atakkuig and pruning 
vine*, when it appeared that the tyitem at 
Kirktrn wu to put ia one ttake eloae to 
each vine, and another between that tin* 
and the next : and then in priming and eying 
up to fatten tha long branohea left of young 
wood to the .take on each aide of the item 
ttake, thm giving each vine the n*e of three 
■ttk«. Atlhinmor. the eyitnn now followed 
waa deacribed to he uaing two alakea, en* on 
each aide of the vine, to allow to each vine two 
ahort and two long bnnchea, and la fatten 
ono of each to the ttake on each aide. At 
Porphyry I bit ayatem and the alnglc atake 
ay.tem had both been tried. The general im- 
preuion teemed to be that the Kirkton lyntcm 
had tit adtantag*. *• obviating the nseeauty 
of tummer tying, after the vine* were four 
ywan old. A alight diteuttlon alto tree* m to 
the profit of vineyard*, hut meet of the nun- 
benprnentttated that their experience waa 
too aught to warrant decieive eoncluiiona; in 
the eourae of it Mr. It on te it atated that he

liurnott took tlie eh Jit, md atated that aa it 
waa only a friendly lunch, he ahoiald propoae 
no toaau, Alter the cloth waa cleared, Mr.
